The Czechs and f he Slovaks 


It is tragically ironic that the new Czech 


government will take the form of the Czech- 
Slovak federation which was a principal 
aim of the liberal regime which took office 
less than a year ago. But the form is just 
about all that 
remains of the liberal 


reforms the Czechs tried to put into effect 
before the Soviet troops and tanks moved 
into Prague. 


The Slovaks have been unhappy for a 


number of years over discrimination by the 
central government in favor of Czechs. 
When Alexander 
Dubcek became First 


Secretary of the Czechoslovak Communist 
Party early last year, he had the remark- 
able opportunity of encouraging the liberal 
reforms in which he believed and in 
demonstrating more equality for the Slo- 
vaks since he is a Slovak. But his control 
now is practically in name only and he 
probably remains in his position mainly to 
try to discourage any more overt opposition 
to the Russian controls which might bring 
about the type of blood bath that accom- 
panied the Hungarian revolt in 1956. 


The regionalism of the Slovaks was 


demonstrated late in December when new 
members of the government were to be 
named. The President and Premier are 


both Czechs and so is the chairman of the 
National Assembly, Josef Smrkovsky. The 
Slovaks began to demand that Smrkovsky 
be removed from his position and that it go 
to a Slovak instead. This would seem to be 
reasonable — except that Smrkovsky has 
been one of the most progressive members 
of the liberal leadership. Slovaks, caught 
up in their regional ties rather than the 
overall advantages to their nation, sup- 
pressed a television program from Prague 
which discussed the many letters received 
objecting to Smrkovsky's ouster or resigna- 
tion. Slovak newspapers went into little 
detail in discussing the situation. And the 
Slovaks have played right into the hands of 
the Soviets who want as many of the liberal 
leadership ousted or out of influence as 
possible. 


There will be regional premiers and 


ministries for the Slovak and Czech regions 
when the federation comes into effect. 
But 
any 
removal 
of 
Smrkovsky 
also 


removes another 
chance of trying to 


salvage some of the liberal reforms which 
the Russians so far have succeeded in 
blasting. The Slovaks may well have cause 
to reflect in the years ahead, especially if 
their hero, Dubcek, eventually is also 
tossed out. 


Taiwan's Image Grows in Africa 


The Chinese Communists a decade ago 


determined that Africa, with dozens of 
iewly independent and developing nations, 
was fertile ground for its ideological seeds. 
The Chinese wanted to encourage Com- 
munist-aligned governments in Africa and 
anti-Russian ones as well. 


But despite some early successes, the 


Red Chinese have consistently lost ground 
while the Nationalist government on Tai- 
wan has gained more converts. 


In the United Nations vote in 1960 


about giving the Chinese seat to the Peking 
regime, nine African countries supported 
Communist China and only two were 
opposed. This year fifteen African nations 
favored the admission of Peking — but 
twenty voted against it while several others 
abstained. The change represents both 
disillusion with Peking's assistance and its 
attempts at interference and the success of 
Taiwan's more modest but so far more 
effective aid programs for Africa. 


The Taiwan assistance is almost entirely 


aimed at improving agricultural methods 
and production. Taiwan, under the Nation- 
alists, has itself been an excellent example 
to set for nations with a large number of 
small farms and farmers always on the 
verge of desperation. Government-enforced 
redistribution of land preceded the devel- 
opment of better strains of rice and wheat 
in Taiwan. This year Taiwan made a S3 
million grant to Chad and $2 million to 
Sierra Leone to finance agricultural proj- 
ects. Eight other African countries are 
receiving S15 million while Nationalist 
China has spent so far about $50 million in 


aid to Africa. The Peking regime has 
probably spent about S175 million but such 
projects as the October 2nd palace in 
Conaky, Guinea and a large theater in 
Somalia no longer have the impact of 
prestige they once had to people who are 
hungry. Even the Red Chinese promise to 
finance in large part the proposed 1,000 
mile railroad between Zambia and Tanzania 
and an agreement for another railroad 
between Guinea and Mali have not meant 
tremendous political advantage. A recent 
coup in Mali tossed out the left-leaning 
government and even Guinea's 
vague 


Marxist, Sekou Toure, is beginning to look 
westward for assistance. 


A few years ago Dahomey and the 


Central African Republic broke ties with 
Taiwan and recognized Peking but both 
have reversed themselves. Ghana changed 
its recognition when Kwame Nkrumah was 
ousted from office. More than a year ago 
Tunisia broke diplomatic relations with 
Communist China because of interference 
in internal affairs. Kenya tossed out the 
Peking charge d'affaires and banned Mao 
Tse - tung's book of quotations. Nigeria 
naturally resented the Peking support of 
Biafra. 


The Taiwan representatives had made a 


big point of offering aid without political 
strings. But it is clear that the assistance is 
paying off in good will and is support 
against the 
Peking regime. 
The 450 


Nationalist Chinese farming experts work- 
ing in 19 African countries are definitely 
helping the African people where they 
especially need help. 


Genetic Manipulation in Human Beings 


Another area in medicine which raises 


major moral and ethical problems is that of 
genetic manipulation. 


The possibilities from genetic manipula- 


tion were described by a panel of scientists 
meeting in Dallas last month at the annual 
conference of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. Developments 
in molecular biology could be applied in 
medicine by artificially switching defective 
genes or supplying the body with healthy 
genes. Currently experiments have shown 
that when the nucleus from a skin cell of 
311 adult 
frog 
was inserted into 
an 


unfertilized frog egg from which 
the 


original nucleus was removed, the egg 
developed into a healthy adult frog geneti- 
cally identical to the one from which the 
skin graft was taken. In agriculture there 
could be a permanent preservation of 
superior animals without the chances taken 
in breeding or the long years of trying to 
develop other superior animals. And then 
there could be genetic manipulation in 
regard to man. 


As explained by Dr. Anthony Blackler 


of Cornell University, "Einstein could be 
rendered immortal, sterile women could 
bear children and handicapped children 
could be born again." Another panelist, Dr. 
Robert Sinsheimer, a biophysicist at the 
California Institute of Technology, conced- 


ed that there was some opposition to such 
manipulation but *T would suggest that 
those who feel this way are not among the 
losers in that chromosomal lottery that so 
firmly channels our^human destinies. This 
response does not come from the 250,000 
children born each year in this country 
\\ith structural or functional defects, of 
which it is estimated 80 per cent involve a 
genetic component. It does not include, for 
example, the 50 million 'normal' Ameri- 
cans with an IQ of less than 90." 


Nevertheless the possibilities do raise 


serious social questions as complicated as 
those that have come up since major organ 
transplants have become possible. Any 
genetic manipulation would have to be 
rigidly controlled in the best policies of 
medicine 
so that 
the 
temptation 
for 


experimentation would not override moral 
issues. There are even frightening possibili- 
ties of developing strains of man either 
warlike or so docile they could themselves 
be manipulated by tyrants. David Daube, 
professor of law at Oxford, who listened to 
the panel, told them, "the safest course 
would be to lock all of you up but as a 
lawyer I think it would not only be wrong 
but futile" to try to limit the research. 


As it has always been, every advance- 


ment brings its own set of new problems 
and 
genetic 
manipulation will be no 


exception.

But in a typical setting, it is 


a matter of selection, and thus 
brings into play the basic 
philosophy aand purpose of the 
man chosen to head the state 
government.

elected legislature. But that 
review is more theoretical 
than real. The legislature will 
huff and puff over a consider- 
able period, but it is the rare 
one that will make any basic 
adjustments, or set new policy 
directions, in the executive 
budget bill. 


Thus it is the governor's 
;udgment of where the empha- 


5 will be and where the tax 


revenues will go that ultimate- 
ly prevail. Thus the making of 
the budget is his most impor- 
tant and most difficult respon- 
sibility. 


Is a dollar spent for educa- 


tion more important than one 
spent for health? Is the dollar 
spent for the state universitieb 
as valuable, or more valuable, 
than the dollar spent for 
vocational schools, or high 
schools, or classes for handi- 
capped children? Are conser- 
vation programs more impor- 
tant to the health and happ:- 
ness of the people of Wisconsin 
than highways? Are social 
services for the dependent or 
indigent more or less vital 
than improvements in the 
huge elementary school s\s- 
tem? 


These are difficult choices 


They expose the leader's es- 
s e n t i a 1 political philosophy 
They cannot be avoided, for he 
knows there won't be enough 
money to satisfy all the de- 
mands.
